Belle Glade--An inmate and employe at 
Glades Correctional Institution (GCI) record- 
eda first in Florida's prison system recently 
when they were secretly married in a GCI 
Storeroom. 

GCI Assistant Superintendent Wes Taylor 
said the wedding of Donald Kincaid to Judi 
М. Tremain was the first time he or anyone 
else he's talked to has ever heard of a prison 
inmate marrying an employe . 

Mrs. Tremain, who said she is retaining 
the use of her name instead of assuming 
Kincaid's last name, is a medical technolo- 
gist at the local state prison. 

Kincaid is serving an eight year sentence 
for breaking and entering and Taylor said 
his release date is May, 1979. 

The couple was married the afternoon of 
Feb. 15 in a storeroom in the kitchen area at

The marriage license was obtained in the 
Hendry County Courthouse annex in. 
Clewiston and indicated this was the fourth 
marriage for Mrs. Tremain, who lists her 
address as PO Box 15, Belle Glade; and the 
third for Kincaid, whose address was given 
simply as Orlando. He was sentenced in 
Orange County. 

Taylor said Kincaid was transferred ^ 
because ''1 feel you can easily place yourself 
in a compromising situation. He is her 
husband and if he'tells her to do this or do 
that, how could we know what she'd do?'' 

"I've done nothing wrong,'' .Mrs. Tremain 
said. ''Iguessthis is a first. They told me it 
was. I knew about the regulation 
prohibiting two employees at the same 
institution from getting married but there

BELLE GLADE--Glades residents 
who often wonder where their tax 
money is going now have a chance 
to find out a little bit about it and 
save some of their own money to 
boot. . 

А new service being offered by 
Palm Beach County, after getting 
its start on the coast, is a home- 
owner's energy audit. The audit, 
not only costs the homeowner no- 
thing, having already been paid 
for through taxes, but tells the 
taxpayer how to save more money 
by cutting energy costs. 

David Contreras, a public rela- 
tions man with the Palm Beach 
County Home Energy Saving Pro- 
gram, was in Belle Glade last 
week talking about the audit pro- 
gram and said the audits can save 
the average homieowner anywhere 
from 36 to 50 percent on power 
bills. 

Contreras said the program has 
just installed an office in the 
Glades Office Building and.a full- 
time secretary, Laura Lee, will be 
setting up appoihtments this week 
for anyone who wants to take ad- 
vantage of the program. 

He said the way it works is that 
when an interested party cali , 
Mrs. Lee. will set up an appoint- 
ment for a team of two auditors, 
at the resident's, convenience, who 
will come to the home and mea- 
sure current. energy use in such 
areas as the water heater, air con- 
ditioner, appliances, electric bills 
in general and automobiles. 

Once the audit is made, and he 
said it usually takes ‘about 25 min 
utes, Contreras said the auditors

Taylor said there is no question about the 
validity of the marriage and noted there 
were two witnesses, one inmate and one 
employe . 

Taylor went on to say Mrs. Tremain and 
Kincaid had broken no state laws and there 
are no regulations against an ernploye 
marrying an inmate but he said Kincaid was 
transferred to Avon Park Correctional 
Institution ‘‘in the belief they could not 
effectively remain here when he is an 
inmate and she is an employe.” 

He said Kincaid did violate a Department 
of Offender Rehabilitation (DOR) regulation 
which „requires: the approval of DOR 
Secretary Louie Wainwright before an 


,inmate can, get married, however, and 


Taylor does intend to bring disciplinary 
action against Kincaid for that’ violation. 

"Normally," he said, ‘һе only two 
reasons approval will be given is when the 
prisoner is serving the last year of his term 
or if it would legitimize a baby.'" 

Mrs. Tremain said she has been advised 
by her attorney, Thomas Montgomery, also 
of Belle Glade, that the regulation is in 
violation of both the Florida and United 
Sjates Constitutions. 

Taylor said the investigation into the 

edding is contihuing but he contemplates 


no actions against Mrs. Tremain since she. 


has violated no regulations or statutes. 


Taylor said the legal and personnel 
sections of the DOR in Tallahassee have 
been advised of the situation and were being 
kept informed of developments; ‘‘I’m sure 
that when this is over, they'll be reviewing 
the situation in Tallahassee for the future.” 

Mrs. Tremain said her husband intends to 
return to the Belle Glade area one he has 
completed his prison term, ‘‘because I don’t 
plan to leave here. I promised (my children) 
after my divorce I wouldn't leave until they 
had finished school. They're adjusted and 
doing well here:'' 

She said she has three sons, aged 15, 13 
and 11. 

Mrs. Tremain said she, her husband, the 
minister . and the two witnesses were 
separated and questioned Monday, March 
20 after officials had found out about the 
wedding. „тү? — 

Taylor said the wedding had been made 
known to Superintendent: R.V. Turner 
Friday, March 17 when an inmate told one of 
the GCI employes. 

He said that when Turner was first told 
about the situation, he was prepared with 
the comment ''You're not going to believe 
this,” but Turner replied he had been in the 
prison system for years and he doubted 
anything he heard would surprise him. 

"But he was surprised at this one,' 
Taylor said. ‘‘and he didn't believe it 
either.''

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The American Civil Liberties 
Union is a curious bunch of people. 

Com mostly of attorneys 
„and folks concerned with protect- 
ing the civil rights of Americans, 
it was in the forefront in suits 
during the early 60s, the integra- 
tion period. 

It -has also defended students 
who didn’t wish to cut their hair 
to conform to school policy and 
consumers who thought they had 
received a bad deal by purchasing 
various products. 

It's about the most suit-happy 
group of attorneys, around. And 
that's saying a mouthful. 

I didn’t agree with them when 
the defended the Nazi Party in its 
successful challenge against a 
parade in a Jewish neighborhood. 

As I recall, it is clearly against 
the right of freedom of expression 
to walk into a crowded theater 
and yell "ire. " If this is so, the 
same should apply to a parade of 
Neo-Nazis parading through a 
crowd of Jews. 

At least the results would be 
the same...tension and a potential- 
ly dangerous situation. 

Anyway, they won the suit, the 
Nazis. marched, and the Jews re- 
sponded with bottles and rocks. 

But this time, for a change, I'll 
have to agree with the ACLU. 

The Supreme Court ruled re- 
cently that a state judge is im- 
mune from suit, even though he 
approved the sterilization of 2 15- 
year-old girl without he» knowl- 
edge or consent. 

The sterilization was at her mo- 
ther's request and the girl, Linda 
Kay Spitler, was told the opera- 
tion was for appendicitis. 

Two years after the operation in 
1973, the girl was married and dis: 
covered she could not become 
pregnant. She and her husband 
sued her mother, the mother's at- 
torney, the judge, the doctors and 
the hospital. 

Apparently, she can go ahead 
with her suits against her mother, 
the attorney, the doctors and the 
hospital. But the Supreme Court 
says suing a judge is a no-no.

munity from suit for. judges is 
broad enough to cover “grave го- 
cedural errors" despite " unfair- 
ness to litigants 'that Sudeten 
-résults.” 

ACLU legal director Bruce En- 
nis charged the ruling meant that 
judges “can violate citizens’ con- 
stitutional rights and get away 
with it.” 

Associate 
White, in the majority opinion, 
said "A judge will not be deprived 
of immunity because the action he 
took’ was in error, was done mali- 
cióusly, or was in excess of his au- 
thority." 

The courts have been doing all 
they can to protect the rights of 
Americans...many times going to 
extremes, Their rulings have be- 
come law...they have become 
legislators ‘neither elected’ by nor 
responsible to the people. 

This time they have ruled, in ef- 
fect, that simply because a man is 
a judge, he is above the law. Citi- 
zens have no recourse for grief 
suffered because of a ruling a 
judge has made that was done "in 
error, maliciously, or in excess of 
authority." 

Justice Potter Stewart, in the 
minority, stated he did not feel a 
judge is free to inflict indiscrimin- 
ate damage whenever he an- 
nounces he is acting in his deca 
capacity.

With the constant screams we continually hear about the 
price of food these days, it was more than a little startling to 
hear about a study which showed Americans waste 20, percent 
of the groceries they buy. 

The report, “Food Waste? An Opportunity to- eut Re- 
source Use,'' was prepared by the Comptroller General of the 
United States'and indicates Americans threw out 137 million 
tons of food valued at $30.5 billion in 1974. Of that $30.5 bil- 
lion lass, the largest share, $11.7 billion, was lost or wasted 
within households. [ 

Bringing things a bit closer to home, another study done by 
the University of Arizona indicates the biggest wasters by far 
are middle income families, who waste almost 24 percent of 
their food. 

And half the food thrown out, according to the study, i isn't 
table scraps. It's straight waste...a half loaf of bread, un- 
touched fruits, half a bag of vegetables, unopened packages 
of food and the like. D 

All of which makes one wonder, considering they throw out 
a quartef's wofth of food for every dollar's worth: purchased, 
how the average family can complain so hotly about the price 
of food.

Rotary told of ways to cut 


BELLE GLADE ~ Worker's Com- 
pensation Insurance costs can be 
cut, the Belle Glade Rotary Club 
was told Tuesday, and it can be 
done partially through legislation 
‘that has been filed for this session. 
Gene Badger. local representa- 
tive of the Farm Bureau, noted the 
largest increases in Workmans 
Comp has been in the area of 
agriculture, which over the past 
five years, has risen over 300%. 
‚ On the average in all areas he 
said, the rise has been over 200% 


The Farm Bureau has proposed 
five amendments to the Work- 
man's Comp law which, if passed, 
would lower the cost of this 
insurance about 20“, said Badger. 
This would mean that a single 
industry in the Glades, the Sugar 
House, would save close to a 
million dollars each year. 

He explained each of the amend- 
ments to the Rotariáns 

First, the Farm Bureau і saying 
that in a workman's comp case, 
when an employee is again able to 
work but no work is available- for 
him, under present law he can 
continue to draw his benefits. 


The Farm Bureau wants to be 
allowed to relocate an employee 
within an area of 50 miles in a job 


If the emplover cef to relocate, 
his benefits would be cut 50 
Secondly, the Farm Bureau 
wishes to cut out "subjective 
payments." This means that

Under the present law, the burden 
of proof of wage loss capacity and 
other matters rests with the 
insurance carrier 100%. This 
means the worker has nothing to 
lose by attempting to get more 
money through ar airattorney, since 
he is not paying the attorney. The 
Farm Bureau wants the worker 
and insurance carrier to split these 
attorney fees 50-50, 

Another amendment the Bureau 
is favoring is one that would give 
injured workers their disability 
until complete plus 21 days. This

You are a priest. You do not 
have a priest. You are your own 
priest. . 

What is a priest, and who needs 
one? > 
? God is holy, pure and just. Man 
is sinful, impuré and unjust. Sin 
separates man from God; there- 
fore, man cannot approach God. 
This is not new. It is as old as the 
human race, - 

Man has sought someone to in- 
tercede with God for him. He 
looked for a Worthy person, such 
as a prophet or man of God. He 
looked for a wise-person, such as 
an elder or man of experience. He 
looked for a holy man, such as a 
priest. s 

The idea of priesthood or the 
clergy has: developed across the 
centuries. It evolved into a special 
class of men, or a separate caste. 
It is believed that priests can i 
tercede with God on.our behalf -- 
“pray for me.” A priest also offers 
our sacrifices to God for us. He 
further dispenses divine grace via 
the sacraments. It is even be- 
lieved that a priest can forgive our 
sins. These men developed into 
what was considered to be a "su- 
perior" class of believers. They 
were thought to be above "ordin- 
ary Christians." 

Martin Luther rejected this 
view of the priesthood. John’ Cal- 
vin carried his objeetion further -- 
Baptists rejected it completely. 

The priesthood of all believers 
is a biblical doctrine. It was redis- 
covered in the Reformation. 

In the Old Testament, we read 
that God intended Israel to be “a 
kingdom of priests and a holy na- 
tion.” He meant for them to be 
“evangelistic,” in a word. They 
меге, (о bring the nations (the 
Gentiles) to God (Exodus 19:6). 

The New Testament calls Christ 
our High Priest. "There is one 
God and there is.one mediator be- 
tween God and men, the man 
Christ Jesus, who gave Himself as

a ransom for all" (I Timothy 2:5). 
We need not go to God through an 
hierarchy of priests or angels. 
There is no need to pray to God 
via the saints or the Virgin Mary. 
We have one mediator: Christ Je- 
sus. "Through Him we have access 
in one Spirit to the Father" (Ephe- 
sians 2:18). Therefore, we can ap- 
proach God with boldness and con- 
fidence (Hebrews 4:14-16). God is 
our heavenly Father. 

An imperial procession was held 
in Rome. The Emporer himself led 
the parade. As it made its way up 
the Appian Way and into the city, 
the throngs grew larger. A small 
boy broke through the line and 
rushed up to the imperial chariot. 
He was stopped by a burly centu- 
rion who said, "Boy, it-is your Em- 
porer!" To this the boy replied, 
^He may be your Emporer, but he 
is my father!" This is something of 
what the Fatherhood of God and 
the priesthood of the believer 
mean -- God is approachable. 

The New Testament explicitly 
reminds us that we are “kings and 
priests” (Revelation 1:6). We are 
“a holy priesthood to offer spiritu- 
al sacrifices to God through Jesus 
Christ” (I Peter 

There is to be no priestly caste. 
The whole church, every beliver, 
is a priest to God. All believers 
are to carry out their priestly 
function. 

Then do we havi 
ministers or pastors? 

The priesthood of believers does 
not mean that pastors have no 
plate in the Testament 
Church. It does mean that pastors 
are not a privileged class or "su 
perior" Christians. They have a 
functional responsibil 

The pastor and church staff are 
to equip the members for their 
ministry. Note Ephdsians 4:11-12: 
"And his gifts were that some 
should be apostles (missionaries), 
some prophets (inspired preach- 
ers), some evangeli: some pas- 
tors and teachers for the equip-

However, 
Monday through Friday the 
church is at a hospital, in the per- 
son of a physician carrying out his 
healing ministry. It is at City Hall, 
in the person of a public official 
carrying out government services 
fairly. The church is i high 
school, the üniversity and the 
seminary where its members 
teach and study for the glory of 
God. Our church is the farms, 
banks and the offices. It is in the 
homes of our people where home- 
makers fulfill their high calling. 
This is what the priesthood of be- 
lievers means.

Seminole Indians in Florida and 
Oklahoma are at odds over a $16 
million land settlement and two 
conflicting bills may be introduced 
into Congress to resolve the 
matter. 

The $16 million claims award was 
made by the Indian Claims Com- 
mission to the Seminole Nation. It 
represents the difference between 
what the United States is sup- 
posed to have paid for 23.9 million 
acres ceded by the Treaty of 1823 
and the value of the land at the 
time ot the treaty. 

Seminoles at Brighton, Big Cy- 
press and Hollywood, however, are 
unhappy with a Bureau of Indian 
Affairs study which recommends 
giving 75 percent of the award to 
Oklahóüma Seminoles and 25 per- 
cent to Florida Seminoles. 

Chairman Howard Tommie ap- 
peared before the senate and 
asked that an impartial judge be 
appointed and that the two tribes 
be allowed to work the problem 
out without BIA assistance. 

Oklahoma Seminoles have re- 
ceived generous assistance from 
the United States for many years, 
but it- wasn't until 1950 that 
Florida Seminoles began receiving 
token assistance, he said. 

Oklahoma Seminoles received 
365,000 acres of valuable. land, 
some of which is now producing oil 
and gas, from the United States, 
while Florida Seminoles received 
no land, Tommie said. 

Although the Seminoles are 
allowed to control and live on the 
reservations in Florida, they do 
not own the land and it can be 
taken at anytime, he said. 

Tommie charged the BIA admi- 
nistrator, who recommended the 
75-25 percent apportionment’ of 
funds, was influenced by a “poor 
relationship" with the Florida: 
tribe, wh.h allegedly included a 
scuffle ‚а which a Indian man 
suffered a broken arm. 

Attorney Marvin J. Solonsky, 
representing the Florida Semi- 
noles, recommended that $2.5 
million to be taken off the top of 
the $16 million and given to the 
Floridd Indians in recognition of 
their lack of land ownership. 

Solonsky said that at one time 
the Seminoles’ owned all Florida 
and that ‘when the Oklahoma 
Seminoles were sent West they 
received $7 million of tribal funds 
and 365,000 acres of land. Indians 
remaining in Florida received 
nothing and were ignored for many 
years by the govérnment. 

Florida Seminoles also cited a 
1940 court ruling that indicated 
one-third of all Seminoles live in 
Florida. This would „һе more 
equitable than the 75-55 percent 
split. 

Florida Seminoles must have at 
least, one-quarter Seminole ‘blood 
to be a member of the tribe, while 
Oklahoma Seminoles have no blood 
requirement. The no-blood limit 
gives the Oklahoma Seminoles an 
added population advantage. 

The bill favored by. Florida 
Seminoles would distribute 64 
percent of the principle of the 
duced and the Florida Seminoles 
would have to look to their 
senators to keep it from being 
passed.
